Nonds of Federnl Employes,

It is not fmprobable that  the principle
eatablishiod by the postmoster st Brooklyve,
N. Y., the other day, of hoving  letter o
riers makoe good their bonds by the security
of o regidar trust company, will bo extonded
to higher oficinls, It transpires that thoe
Brooklyn postiunster did not  require as se-
ourity o [‘l'fll‘lll' security compiny ; that the
actof tendering such security  was volin-
tary upon the part of the letter cnrriers, b
it was sugwested by the postinnster,

It is cxpensive to monke good an ofticinl
bond by the signature of o regular guaranty
vorporation, ns the fee for such risk is
usunlly about 4 per cent por annum for the
faco of the Hability, but there are many
rousons why Lthat eharacter of bond s the
best, In the case of n letter carvier, whose
bond s to the postmaster, who is held re-
sponsible by the government, the cost is but
£4 0 yoar; but if a collector of  customs or of
interndl revonne in & ege disteict orany of
thousnnds of oMeers were to be vconmpelled to
pay 4 poer cent forn bond thelr snlarics would
often bo insufficient to pay the insurance
ocompany. A 25,000 bond, for instanes, would
oot the oflcer £1,000 a year. It would cost
tho treasurer of tho United Statos op o sub-
treasurer more than the salary of his oftice;
but if gusranty companios wern given as
bondsmen the face of the bopd could he pe-
duced 7 per cent and the security to the
govecnment would be fully us groat us at
present, taking it upon the nverage.
